Edmonton, March 2.—The Opposi- 
tion approves of the principles em- 
bodied in the farm loan act, and 
three members, including Mr. Mich- 
ener, the leader; George Hoadley, of 
Okotoks, and Dr. Stanley of High 


River, declared themselves in ac- 
cord with the government on the 
measure yesterday afternoon. 

Hon. C. R. Mitchell, who intro- 


duced the bill, addressed the huuse 
on the occasion of the second read- 
ing today. 

He reviewed the history of 
credit legislation in Europe

America and compared the Albérta. 


bill with the legislation in force in 
New Zealand. 

The chief differences, he explained, 
were that New Zealand provided 
loans on other than farm property 
and provided no ultimate maximum, 
but provided a yearly maximum. 
Loans were to the extent of two- 
thirds of the value of‘the land, where- 
as the Alberta bill provided for loans 
up to only 40 per cent. 

Hon. Mr. Mitchell reviewed the 
details of the bill and the informa- 
tion previously published at the re- 
ent U.F.A. convention. 

‘I'he province was now launched on 
three important projects, the pro- 
vision of telephones, guarantees of 
railway and rural credits, all of 
which tended to cheapen cost of pro- 
duction and to facilitate the agri- 
cultural development of the country. 

NOT COMPLETE IN ITSELF 

The farm loan act was not com- | 
plete in itself, but supplemented by 
the co-operative livestock act, fami- 
liarly known as the ‘‘cow bill,” the 
legislation would cover every press- 
ing need of the rural population. ' 

At present farm production was 
second only to military service, and 
the government realized that it was 
taking these steps at a time which 
would mark a turning point in the 
history of the country. \

Mr. Michener declared that he was }

There were several schemes, but 
in a new country with a mixed popu- 
lation it was not easy to adopt the 
co-operative plan successfully, and 
for years he had been of the opinion 
that this system was the best. ; 

MIGHT EXTEND IT 

He recommended to the government 
the desirability of regulating other 
institutions, such as the packing busi- 
ness, as well as the loan business, 
by similar means, and concluded by 
pointing out that although the bill 
was a good one, the government 
might find itself defeated at the elec- 
tion day. 

The Bowser government, which had 
introduced similar legislation, had 
gone down to defeat in spite of _ it. 
If the government had had this ver- 
sion six years ago the production 
and the population of this province 


_would be twice what it is today. 


The provincial treasurer and the 
government had put the cart before 
the horse, applying $43,000,000 of 
the province’s credit to railway 
guarantees. Had the government a- 
dopted the principle of rural credits 
earlier, the railways would have de- 
veloped themselves. 

Mr. Hoadley and Dr. Stanley spoke 
briefly along similar lines, declaring 
that the principle received their en- 
tire and absolute approval.

Tractors and in the 
Night Hours 


London, Feb. 28.—''We want 2,000 
American tractor plows-for the use 
of a civilian army of night plowers 
which we are‘ about to enlist 
throughout the British Isles,’ said 
Sir Arthur Lee, director-general of 
food production, to the Associated 
Press. This new department, which 
is the growth of Germany's sub- 
marine, aims at the enlistment of 
several hundred thousand civilians to 
cultivate every available bit of soil. 

“We hope to make 
plows fill the gaps caused by 
shortage in labor,’’ continued Sir 
Arthur. ‘‘For this reason we are 
going to equip them with headlights 
for night plowing. Laborers can on- 
ly work eight hours, 
can work 24 hours, They will be 
driven by taxicab drivers and. chauf- 
feurs, who will be able to learn their 
mechanism in a few hours. 

“‘Behind every plow will be a skill- 
ed farmer. They will be assisted by 
prisoners, conscientious objectors, 
members of the home defence forces, 
and women. In this way we hope to 
produce enough food to make us in- 


the 


dependent of outside help as long: as | 


the war lasts. We do not believe we 
will be able to produce suflicient to 
feed the people in time of peace, but 
are connuent we Wii pe able to grow 
enough to stave off starvation dur- 
lng tne war. for this we thank the 
submarine. They already 
have given England an agricultural 
policy which is destined to make us 
to a large extent self-supporting. 
The submarines also have revived 
rural life, given the farmers a mini- 
mum wage and generally made our 
national defense more effective than 
a thousand speeches in parliament.

ARCHING TO MUSIC; 
HOW RUSSIA MOVES: 


vivid Picture of Hosts of Empire 
Passing to Front—Splendid Bands 
and Weary Nurses 


Stanley Washburn, of the London 
Times, writes fror.. Lutsk, Russia, as 
follows: Thanks to the courtesy of a 
genial and obliging commandant, we 
are given a room in a hotel in the 
main street. Everything belongs to 
the military now, and when you want 
quarters you go to the commandant | 
and he allows you a vacant place in 
which to spend the night. All night 
long there is the constant roar of 
traffic beneath our window. Again and 
again we are awakened by the brazen 
clamor of military music crashing out 
the superb strains of the Russian 
marching songs, as the regimental 
bands, fifty strong, go swinging down 
the street at the head of the columns 
pressing onwards to take up in turn 
their burden at the front. As one set 
on the road at Novo Minsk in Po- 
land and watched the Russian army 
go by in defeat, so now one may sit 
here and see the spectacle of a great 
army advancing after victory. Now, 
however, it is to the crash of music, 
while then the only sound was the 
shuffie of weary feet plodding through 
the dust. 


Endless Material 

With creaking Iimbers and jingling 
chains, with the six sturdy little 
horses’ necks straining in their col- 
lars, the loaded ammunition wagons 
pass in columns a mile long. Then 
for half an hour one may watch the 
odds and ends of transport. Miles 
and miles of peasants’ carts bearing 
food, provender, huge loaves of bread, 
are succeeded by fourhorse wagons 
pees high with regimental and ataff 

aggage. These turn aside to let the 
field telegraph column pass, with its 
innumerable little two-wheeled carts, 
loaded with poles and coils for the 
communications. 

Perhaps behind them a long column 
of the two-wheeled two-horse carts 
with small-arm ammunition for the 
infantry passes tumultuously over the 
rough cobbled stones. Huge motor 
lorries filled with petrol demand a 
way through the surging crowds with 
bellowings of their horns, while motor 
cars from the various staffs pass and 
repass each other, more insistent still 
for the right of way. Intermingled 
with the throng are the carriages of 
the town, now commandeered by of- 
ficers who have local business to at- 
tend to. Wagons loaded with barbed 
wire wound on great spools are con- 
spicuous in the procession. 


Dusty But Singing 


A dozen times a day the traffic must 
pull aside to permit the passage of 
troops going to the front. These 
come through battalion after battal- 
ion, their copper-tinged faces grey 
with the fine white dust of the road.

dow. As far as one can see both 
up and down the street, the surging

The pavements, too, are crowded 
with those who have their part in 
war.

AUTO MOTOR NOT ALL 


Other Parts That Owners Need to 
Understand 

A writer on motor cars says: It has 
often been said that owners know too 
much about the motor, and their know- 
ledge of it tends to remove their at- 
tention from the clutch gearset and 
the remainder of the power trans- 
mission system. We all like to work 
around machinery we know something 
about, but in the case of motor car 
owners, they should endeavor to learn 
more about the running gear and its 
care. 

Universals, brakes, wheel bearings 
and many other parts not as acces- 
sible as the spark plugs, seem to be 
forgotten until something goes wrong 
with them. The owner does not wait 
for a bearing cap to fall off before 
he fills the crankcase with oil, and 
similarly he should not wait until 
there is excess play in the universal 
before it gets its supply of grease or 
graphite. It is difficult to keep uni- 
versals well lubricated, even when the 
housing is periodically filled. These 
parts are just as important as the 
motor, and should receive just as 
much attention and at frequent inter- 
vals. There will be no buckling, due 
to end play in tho propellor shaft as- 
sembly or clutch, if the parts are 
properly lubricated and kept. 


ABSORBS SHOCK OF AXE 


Device is Really a Shock Absorber For 
Axe Handles 


A shock absorber for an ax has been 
designed, to minimize the vibrations 
which are felt in an ax handle when 
one is engaged in vigorous chopping.

Waste In Potatoes 


| Enormous waste is caused both in 
material and nutritive value by the 
peeling of potatoes before cooking 
| them. There are thousands of pounds 
of potatoes wasted every day through 
the peelings. To be convinced of this 
it is only necessary to note the bulk 
of the peelings when you peel the po 
tatoes before cooking. But this is not 
tHe only waste. When peeled pota 
toes are boiled in the ordinary way, 
there is a loss of nitrogenous and 
saline matter by extraction into the 
water, which does not occur when 
potatoes are boiled in their skins, or 
baked. 


Northern Potato Seed Best 


Authorities agree that northern- 
grown seed will give the best results 
in old Ontario and that immature seed 
does better than mature seed. “In 
parts of Scotland,” said Professor 
Zavitz of Guelph, speaking on this 
point, “they grow an early crop of 
potatoes and then plant a later crop 
for seed purposes, and they find that 
the immature potatoes make the best 
seed, and the same result has been 
found at the college; potatoes not fully 
matured make better seed than a well 
matured potato.” 


Arm Is For Food

“MAPLE LEAF” CAME 
TO ANZACS’ RESCUE 


Incidents in the Great Somme Battle 
—Canadians Proved Their Worth 
in a Crisis 


A correspondent with the Austra- 


it was that the Canadians relieved 
the Australians on the dreadful crest 
on which, during some periods of the 
fighting, the latter had borne the 
brunt. The weary-eyed remnant could 
scarcely stand for fatigue, and men 
dropped asleep with Hun shells tear- 
ing down beside them and ripping the 
earth in twain. An order was sent to 
the supports. They were to send an 
officer to receive instructions. He 
came. The representative of authority 
upon the spot, an Australian, explain- 
ed to him quietly where he wished 
him to take his men. It meant plung- 
ing into the thick of the Somme battle. 
The new-comer said quietly, ‘Yes, 
ir,” and climbed up and out into the 
ight. 

It was not an Australian who spoke. 
That “Yes, sir,” came unmistakably 
from the other side of the Pacific. 
It was the first of the Canadians upon 
the Somme battlefield. The Canadians 
Uropped into the trench. They brought 
with them keen, fresh faces and bodies 
and an all-important supply of bombs. 
So it was that the first Canadians 
arrived. . 

Terrible Pounding 


Twenty-four hours after the Can- 
adians came a vicious bombardment 
descended on the flank they were 
holding. They were buried together 
by the heavy shell bursts. They dug 
each other out. When the garrison 
became 50 thin that whole lengths of 
trench were without a single unwound- 
ed occupant, they helped each other’s 
wounded down to the next length and 
ouilt another barricade, and held that. 
Finally, when hour after hour passed 
and the incessant shelling never 
ceased, the garrison was withdrawn a 
little farther, and then five of them 
went back to the barricade which the 
enemy's artillery had discovered.:The: 
sat down in the trench behind it. A 
German battery was trying for it— 
putting its four big high-explosive 
shells regularly round it—salvo after 
salvo as punctual as clockwork. It 
was only a matter of time before the 
thing must go. So the five sat there 
—Tasmanians and Canadians—and 
discussed the rival methods of wheat 
growing in their respective Dominions 


from that inevitable shell. 
36 Hours In the Trenches 


It came at last—slashed one man 
across the face, killed two and left 
two—smashed the barricade into a 
scrapheap. They withdrew a little 
farther to where they could hold dur. 
ing the night, but before: the grey 
morning, the moment the bombard. 
ment had ceased, they crept back 
again lest the Germans should get 
there first. With the light came a 
reinforcement of new Canadilans— 
grand fellows in great spirit. And 
the last Australian was during that 
morning withdrawn. It was the most 
welcome sight in all the world to see 
those troops come in. Retiring An- 
zacs spoke of those Canadian bomb- 
ers in a way it would have done Can- 
adians’ hearts good to hear. Auatra- 
lians and Canadians fought for thirty- 
six hours in those trenches inextric- 
ably mixed, working under each 
other’s officers. Their wounded helped 
each other from the front. Their 
dead lie beside the tuntbled trenches. 


VAGARIES OF BOMBS 


Strange Escapes From “Death Mes- 
sengers” on Battlefield 

Some strange escapes from death 
in the great Somme fighting were de- 
scribed to a London paper represen- 
tative by a sergeant in a Yorkshire 
regiment. “Nothing a man does or 
does not do,” he said, “seems to affect 
his chances. I’ve seen careful men 
get winged before the dare-devils, and 
I’ve seen the careless man get hit 
when the cautious man escaped. One 
man in my platoon first got hit in 
the mouth. The bullet broke one of 
his teeth, and, glancing off, just bare- 
ly grazed his lip. Ten minutes later 
a bullet scarred across his identity 
disc, cutting his tunic across his 
chest; and ater, in Courcelette, a 
bomb exploded in his pocket and, 
bursting outwards, never touched the 
man. 

“Another man had three bombs in 
his pocket explode and passed through 
the experience unscathed; while a 
corporal had a bullet through his 
steel helmet. It went in at the front, 
travelled round his head, tearing the 
inside padding all round, and went 
‘out at the back, smashing up the hel- 
met. And his head showed no trace 
‘of the bullet! I saw another bomb 
‘burst between a sergeant’s feet. Three 
men were standing together. It blew 
the sergeant into the air and smashea 
up his feet, but the other two men 
were not scratched.” 


HEROIC CANADIAN 


Stretcher-bearer’s Devotion to Duty 
Was Superb 


A Canadian official report says: No 
more beautiful act of heroic self- 
sacrifice can be mentioned than that 
of Private Camille Shoule, of a Nova 
Scotia battalion, during the great ad- 
vance on Courcelette. He was a 
stretcher-bearer, ang while binding the 
wounded after the capture of the 
positions was himself severely wound- 
ed in the shoulder. His wounds were 
dressed, but he refused to be evacua- 
ited and continued his work for the 
‘rest of the day and during the night. 
‘In the morning he was again wounded, 
this time through the leg, but he stil) 
refused to leave. Finally, about noon, 
while he was dressing the wounds of 
another man, this gallant, gentle sol. 
.dier was shot through the heart and 
killed. His general has said of him: 
“Greater devotion to duty I have 
never seen.”

The system of finance practised by 
the Sifton Governnent is one that 
could not be adopted by any business 
house. It would speedily wreck the 
best business that could be organ- 
ized.

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NOWHERE SAFE FROM 
LIGHTNING’S FLASHES 


Not Foolish to be Afraid of Thunder 
storms—Some Places Safer 
Than Others 


The question is often asked as to 
the location of greatest safety during 
a thunderstorm. In this respect it 
may be said that there is no place 
or object in the path of a thunder- 
storm that is not Hable to a stroke 
of lightning. Places or objects may 
be more or less Hable to a stroke of 
lightning according to their relative 
exposure, etc., but no place in the 
path of a thunderstorm is to be con- 
sidered as one upon which a stroke 
of lightning is not IMkely to fall. 

The location of complete safety dur- 
ing a thunderstorm is, therefore, one 
in which, even though a stroke of 
lightning does fall upon it, no harm 
will come to the occupants. Such a 
location may be found only in a space 
entirely surrounded by a metal net- 
work, in a steel frame building, or 
in an underground chamber. 

No Absolute Safety 

With the exception of places simi- 
lar to these three, there does not seem 
to be any place where absolute safety 
may be obtained. The next degree of 
safety is undoubtedly to bo found in 
houses or other buildings which are 
protected by lightning rods, but, al- 
though the degree of safety which can 
be attained by using rods may be very 
high, the risk can not be entirely 
eliminated. 

In the event of a stroke on an un- 
protected building there is consider- 
able danger to life, but there is no 
doubt that an unprotected house is 
preferable to the open, under trees, 
or in unprotected out-buildings. When 
8 stroke falls on an unprotected house 
sheltering a family of the average 
number of persons, the minimum 
chances of escape are 45 in 100. In 
all probability, however, the chances 
of escape are much greater than this. 

Better Indoors 

In 254 instances of casualties in un- 
protected houses which are given in 
these records, there were 117 cases 
of death and 137 cases of injury. From 
the same source it is found that in 
163 cases of persons struck in open 
fields, 116 were killed and 37 were 
injured. In nine cases of persons 
struck near wire fences, eight were 
killed and one injured. It seems, 
therefore, that it is far better to take 
shelter in a house which is not pro- 
tected against lightning than to take 
chances in the open, where every- 
thing is damp and hence the liability 
to shock or injury fax greater than 
in a dry place. 


IN BACKWARD CANADA 


Qualnt Ways and Costumes of Islands 
In St. Lawrence Gulf 


A night’s sail to the north of Prince 
Edward Island in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, one happens on the Mag- 
dalen islands. Low-lying and scat- 
tered Amherst, Grindstone Entry, Al- 
right, Coffin, Bryon and the Bird 
Rocks—a group of romance-filled is- 
lands which if they were better known 
would have visitors by the hundreds 
through the summer months. La 
Grande Demoiselle et La Petite 
Demoiselle are the two smoothly 
rounded combinations of mountain 
and cliff which together with sand- 
bars, miles in length, form the chief 
landmarks of the approach. 

Here in these islands, whose his- 
tory dates back to the French dis- 
covery and possession of Canada, one 
happens on rare things—women in 
sunbonnets riding in carts, knitting 
in hand; berry-pickers, ready with a 
pleasant smile to have their pictures 
taken; hay-makers, whole family 
groups, the women and children all 
helping with the hay while the good 
weather lasts; little boys sailing toy 
boats that they themselves have 
modelled and fitted; men and women 
wearing homespun garments and 
homemade shoes of sealskin; basket 
makers and hookers of gay patterned 
rugs. 


READ INSURANCE POLICY 


Householders Careless About Details 
That Might Mean Loss 

The following, or a similar clause, 
appears in all policies of fire insur- 
ance: “The company is not Mable for 
losses following, that is to say: 
Where the insurance is upon buildings 
or their contents for loss caused by 
the want of good and substantial brick 
or stone or cement chimnies; or by 
ashes or embers being deposited, with 
the knowledge and consent of the as- 
sured, in wooden vessels; or by 
stoves or stove-pipes being, to the 
knowledge of the assured, in an un- 
safe condition, or improperly secured.” 

Nothwithstanding this, in one year 
In Canada, there were 61 fires from 
flefective and overheated stoves and 
‘urnaces; 62 from defsctive and over- 
eated pipes, chimneys, etc., and 8 
by live coals and hot ashes. Should 
the insurance companies take advan- 
tage of this clause, many victims of 
their own carelessness would find 
themselves without any recompense 
for their losses. 


Disposal of Ashes 

During the winter months the dis- 
posal of ashes from stoves and fur- 
haces demands attention. Though 
many fires are caused by the dispost- 
tion of hot ashes against frame build- 
lngs, wooden fences, etc., the prac- 
tice is still continued. Too much care 
cannot be given to the disposal of 
ashes. Either metal containers should 
be used or the ashes should be placed 
at a safe distance from anything com- 
bustible. 


“Calf’ Week 

The terms “calf week,” “cow week,” 
and “bull week” are applied in many 
of England's great industrial centres 
to the three weeks before the Christ- 
mas holiday week. In “calf week” 
the men work time and a third, in 
“cow week,” time and two-thirds, and 
in “bull week” double time, in order 
to make up for loss of output caused 
by the Christmas holidays.
